Off to the races 

Election mudslinging underway

The government 
unofficially kicked off its 
election campaign against 
the NDP yesterday, but 
sparked accusations of be¬ 
ing dishonest. 

The Tories released a 
black booklet with orange, 
Star Wars-style lettering 
entitled The NDP — A Risk 
You Can’t Afford. 

The 65-page booklet 
claims NDP “promises” 
would cost Nova Scotia 
$2.2 billion. 

But many of the promis¬ 
es turn out to be questions 
or vaguely worded phrases. 

For example, the booklet 
claims the NDP promised 
to spend $105 million 
paving gravel roads. 

Their evidence for this is 


“This is a desperate attempt by Rodney 
MacDonald and the Tory government to 
divert attention away from a 
disappointing track record. Desperate 
times for them are equating out to 
lashing out.” NDP MLA Becky Kent 


a quote from the NDP’s 
Sterling Belliveau, saying 
the Transportation minis¬ 
ter “should come up with a 
plan for Nova Scotians 
who live on highly trav¬ 
elled dirt roads.” 

The booklet also quotes 
the NDP asking the Tories 
in question period why 
Manitoba is able to create 
six times more child-care 
spaces than Nova Scotia. 

This is interpreted as a 
$ 143-million promise to 
create 5,500 child-care 


spaces. 

When Deputy Premier 
Angus Maclsaac unveiled 
the document, Metro 
asked if it was misleading 
to characterize random 
snatches of statements as 
promises. 

“Random snatches of 
statements create expecta¬ 
tions in the minds of Nova 
Scotians,” he replied. 

The NDP are widely seen 
as the ruling Tories' biggest 
threat in an election, and 
have spent years cultivat¬ 


ing mainstream accept¬ 
ance. 

Caucus staff — whose 
salaries are paid by taxpay¬ 
ers — spent more than six 
months compiling data for 
the booklet. Maclsaac said 
it showed the NDP had a 
habit of making expensive 
promises they couldn’t 
keep. PC party staff did not 
know the cost of creating 
the booklet. No such re¬ 
search was done on the 
Liberal party. 

The NDP dismissed the 
booklet and accompanying 
website as “a fantasy.”

Library food drive goes local

charity A major Nova Sco¬ 
tia food bank will not re¬ 
ceive food donated to some 
university libraries affiliat¬ 
ed with the annual Food 
for Fines week. 

Library staff and organiz¬ 
ers at Cape Breton Univer¬ 
sity and NSCAD University 
confirmed they will give 
the food to campus food 
banks instead of Feed Nova 
Scotia. It’s a worthy cause, 
whether it goes to Feed No¬ 
va Scotia or a local food 
bank, said Donna Bourne 
Tyne, a librarian at Mount 
St. Vincent University. 

The annual program be¬ 
gan several years ago at 
Dalhousie University, but 
other university and col¬ 
lege libraries joined over 
the years. 

All libraries choose a 
week when students can 
bring down their library 
fines with non-perishable 
food items. For every item 
brought in, students re¬ 
ceive $2 off their fines for 
overdue books, up to a 
maximum of $20. 

This food has gone to 
Feed Nova Scotia every oth¬ 
er year, said its executive 
director, Dianne Swinemar. 


“Say every community 
decided they were going to 
do their own community 
food drive and keep it in 
their community. There 
would be food banks with 
surpluses of food, and 
there would be food banks 
where people would liter¬ 
ally starve,” she says. 

This can happen in small¬ 
er communities with few 
businesses; it can happen 
among the universities as 
well if more successful food 
drives decide to keep dona¬ 
tions for their own food 
bank, Swinemar said. 


Cape Breton University 
librarian Debbie Maclnnis 
said the decision isn’t 
about hurting the central 
food bank. 

“We have a lot of stu¬ 
dents on campus that run 
out of food, especially this 
time of year ... in the last 
couple of months of uni¬ 
versity, and their money 
is going down and they 
need the food,” Maclnnis 
said. 

She said the university 
still donates the money it 
collects to Feed Nova Sco¬ 
tia.

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BURNSIDE A bit of good 
news in bad economic 
times: Armour 
Transportation Systems 
opened its new, $ 15-mil- 
lion facility Thursday in 
the Halifax Logistics Park 
in Burnside. 

It provides the compa¬ 
ny with 9,290 square me¬ 
tres of warehouse space, 
with 22 loading doors and 
a cross-dock facility with 
60 doors. It’s all on 10 
hectares of land. 

The transportation 
company “stuffs” and “de- 
stuffs” containers and de¬ 
livers items throughout 
the continent. 

Its new digs double its 
current dock space. 

But there’s always 
room for more: The com¬ 
pany is considering a sec¬ 
ond phase which would 
add on 8,361 more square 
metres of warehouse 
space.

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Calling a cab during a 
snowstorm might seem 
like a good idea, but 
there’s no telling if that 
taxi has winter tires. 

Spiyfield-Herring Cove 
Coun. Stephen Adams said 
there’s no bylaw making 
snow tires mandatoiy for 
taxis, and the issue hasn’t 
come up at the Taxi and Lim¬ 
ousine Advisoiy Committee. 

“These are mostly private 
vehicles, so I’d say a majori¬ 
ty of them have all-season 
(tires),” he said. “I don’t 
think we should mandate 
that — I think they should 
use their judgment. Like the 
other night, it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter if you have winter tires 
or not, you shouldn’t be on 
the road, but people still ex¬ 
pect the cabs to be on the 
road which is kind of a dou¬ 
ble standard.” 

Cab driver Brian Allen said 
all cabs — and all commer¬ 
cial vehicles for that matter 
— should have snow tires. 

“We’re out in the ele¬ 


ments transporting people 
and to me, it’s just another 
safety issue,” he said. 

He has four snow tires on 
his cab he drives for Casino 
Taxi, where some drivers 
just install two. He said it’s a 
necessaiy expense. 

“I know there will be a lot 
of cab drivers who will hate 
me for saying that because 


they don’t like to spend 
money on their cars.” 

Allen was out in the New 
Year’s Eve blizzard and wit¬ 
nessed a cab without snow 
tires unable to make it up a 
small hill. 

Still, there’s pressure for 
cabbies to make a living no 
matter what mother nature 
throws at the HRM. 


“It is a veiy competitive 
market and I don’t think 
business is what it was a few 
years ago. I’m out in the ele¬ 
ments as much as I can and 
until such time that it’s im¬ 
possible, I’m going to work. 
If it gets too slippeiy I’ll park 
my car somewhere because 
it’s a greater headache if you 
have an accident.”

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Face worries, anxiety 
head on: Psychologist

Your heart’s pounding. Your 
palms are sweaty. You’re 
stressed out and anxious 
about the state of the econo¬ 
my — and you haven’t lost 
your job. 

In these gloom-and-doom 
times, with bad news seem¬ 
ingly lurking 
around 
comer, 

can we stop 
ourselves from 
constantly 
fearing the 
worst? 

“High anxiety is one of the 
greatest internal enemies 
people can encounter. It 
blinds you to what’s around 
you,” Halifax psychologist 
Nina Woulff told Metro this 
week. 

The first step to psycholog¬ 
ical peace, she says, is to plan 
for the worst. What would 
you do if you lost your job? If 
your spouse did? What’s the 
state of your finances? What 
could you cut, and what 
could you live without? 


Then, consider how likely 
it is to happen. 

“Rather than say ‘stop 
worrying,’ look it in the 
face,” Woulff said. 

She says recessions can 
bring bright sides, if you’re 
able to see them. Losing 
your job could 
lead you to a 
new job you’d 
be happier do¬ 
ing. It could 
mean a few 
months’ more 
time with 
your family. For those of us 
still employed, watching 
others lose their jobs could 
help us feel gratefbl for what 
we do have. 

If you’re the kind of per¬ 
son who worries about 
everything, though, Woulff 
said it’s important to recog¬ 
nize the triggers that will 
make you anxious, and 
avoid them. 

“That kind of anxiety can 
be quite debilitating.”

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Opinionated women are 
attacked for their looks, 
their sexuality and their 
personalities. Men just get 
told they’re jerks. 

This is Heather Mallick’s 
theory. Scoff if you like, 
but she’s lived it: the 
CBC.ca columnist got a 
flood of hate email after 
she denounced Republi¬ 
can vice-presidential can¬ 
didate Sarah Palin as un¬ 
qualified and called her 
supporters “white trash.” 

Some angry replies in¬ 
cluded death threats. The 
worst insults are unprint¬ 
able. 

“I think women are al¬ 
ways attacked personally. 
I’m always attacked be¬ 
cause I’m a woman, and 
there are references to my 
breasts or my hair,” 
Mallick said in an inter¬ 
view with Metro yes ter- 
day. 

“Men don’t get attacked 
because of their sex. No¬ 
body says ‘You male bas¬ 
tard.’” 

Mallick was in Halifax 
to speak to a Mount St. 


Vincent University audi¬ 
ence Thursday night. 

She believes it’s a select 
group of men — she’s 
dubbed them “Angry Paja¬ 
mas” — who raise dissent 


to scream against colum¬ 
nists they dislike or in at¬ 
tacks posted online. 

“When women email 
me and they’re really an¬ 
gry, they say ‘I hate you,’ 


| but they don’t say any- 
^ thing about my genitals, 
| and they don’t wish to do 
I me grievous physical 
I harm. They just want me 
| to know I’m a really big 
§ jerk,” Mallick said. 

That’s not to say she 
hates men, she says, far 
from it. 

“Normal, sane men are 
drowned out by the 
screamers, the Angry Paja¬ 
mas. I’m sick of that.” 

It is, she believes, a re¬ 
sult of the backlash 
against 1980s feminism. 

Both genders are to 
blame for it, she says: 
Women for being overly 
harsh on other women, 
and men for helping to 
create a glass ceiling she 
says is lowering “right 
over your head.” 

Bad economic times will 
make it harder for women 
in the workplace, she 
says, as people grow fear¬ 
ful for their livelihoods. 
The solution? Mallick says 
choose carefully what you 
get upset about. 

“If you relax and accept 
there are parts of human 
nature that are ugly, then 
you bend with the blows, 
and you don’t break.”

trade Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper and Mexi¬ 
can President Felipe 
Calderon have agreed to 
stand in opposition to the 
protectionist threat posed by 
their mutual trading part¬ 
ner, the United States. 

Harper, who is 
pulling out all the 
stops in a campaign 
to head off “Buy 
American” provisions 
in U.S. President Bar¬ 
ack Obama’s stimulus 
package, telephoned 
Calderon to discuss 
the issues, the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s Office said yesterday. 

Speaking as American 
legislators rushed to ham¬ 
mer out the details of the 
more than $819-billion US 
economic recoveiy plan, 


the two leaders on Wednes¬ 
day “stressed the impor¬ 
tance of resisting protec¬ 
tionist efforts” that have 
emerged in the United 
States and other countries. 

As partners with the 
United States in the 
North American Free 
Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA), Canada and 
Mexico have more to 
lose than other na¬ 
tions from the protec¬ 
tionist measures.

UN report urges 
Ottawa to improve 
human rights record 

Tasers, aboriginal issues major concerns 


Responding to criticism 
over deaths of people who 
have been Tasered by po¬ 
lice, the federal 
government has promised 
the United Nations Human 
Rights Council to “find an 
effective way to engage 
civil society” in the review 
process on the weapons. 

It’s not clear how such 
public involvement would 
be carried out. The pledge 
was contained in a first- 
ever review of Canada’s 
record on human rights, 
released yesterday in draft 
form by a working group 
of the Geneva-based or¬ 
ganization. 

There is no legal force 
to recommendations by 
the UN body — nor to 
promises by diplomats. 
However, rights activists 
count on the “name and 
shame” publicity aspect 
of the newly implement¬ 
ed reviews by the 47-na¬ 
tion council. 

It’s the first time na¬ 
tions are reviewed on 
their record by their 
peers. That means nations 
can be criticized by states 
whose own political lead¬ 
ers have shown disdain 
for human rights. 

Canada, for example, 
took a pounding from 
Iran — assailed by inter¬ 
national human rights 
groups for rights abuses 
— on several fronts, in¬ 
cluding treatment of 
“aboriginal women, mi¬ 
grants, Muslim, Arabs and 
Afro-Canadians.” 


Response 

• A Canadian official told the 
UN working group the use 
of Tasers is being widely 
studied in Canada and “a 
number of police forces and 
governments” are examin¬ 
ing them. The official further 
promised public engage¬ 
ment in the follow-up to on¬ 
going review in Canada. 


Still, much of the re¬ 
view consists of material 
provided in submissions 
to the working group by 
human rights and civil so¬ 
ciety organizations in 
Canada who present writ¬ 
ten reports for study by 
member nations. They 
largely focused on treat¬ 
ment of aboriginal people 
that was termed “shame¬ 
ful,” from high suicide 
rates to missing and mur¬ 
dered women. 

Canadian responses 
were usually general, 
with the specific promise 
on Tasers being an excep¬ 
tion. Among several coun¬ 
tries to voice concern 
about the deaths of peo¬ 
ple who have been 
Tasered by police, Italy 
recommended Ottawa 
“prescribe more rigorous 
procedures for their pos¬ 
session and use.”

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Easy money or costly scam? 


Do research to avoid getting stuck in a pyramid scheme

W ho doesn’t 
want to 
make more 
money? Es¬ 
pecially 

these days. So the offer to 
make easy cash is tempting. 
And that’s what a company 
called BIM (Business in Mo¬ 
tion) is offering. We found 
out firsthand when we went 
inside: Join the organiza¬ 
tion, and you could make se¬ 
rious dollars, and get dream 
vacations. Almost eveiy 
night in hotel conference 
rooms across the country, 
BIM is holding information 
sessions about its exclusive 
money-making plan, with 
the promise that it is on the 
cusp of exploding into a 
profitable venture bigger 
than Amway. 



Sound too good to be 
true? BIM says it’s not. It 
says that hasn’t stopped 
around 8,000 Canadians 
from getting in. The man be¬ 
hind BIM, Alan Kippax, says 
the company has already 
brought in $30 million in 
sales. And just what does 
BIM sell? Its main product is 
the UltraLife travel club, 
with online access to steep 
discounts on resort travel all 
over the world. Attend a 
presentation, and you could 
get the sense you’ll soon be 
relaxing in sunny climes 
while the money pours in. 

BIM says you can get a 
$9,000 package for just 
$3,200 at one of its presen¬ 
tations. We get ourselves 
inside and do some dig¬ 
ging. We attend a few 
sessions and discov¬ 
er the real attrac¬ 
tion is not the holi¬ 
day, but the 
promise of big 
money. The 
pitch is 
about 
bringing 
in new 


buyers. And when you help 
Alan Kippax do that, you 
can join its pay structure 
and, he says, potentially 
make thousands of dollars 
signing up new members. 

But potential buyers 
should approach with cau¬ 
tion. Experts we’ve spoken 
to say BIM looks and sounds 
like an illegal pyramid 
scheme, which means it has 
a limited shelf life and buy¬ 
ers could lose their money. 
To prevent pyramids, Cana¬ 
da’s Competition Bureau 
forbids any company from 
operating a business that 
makes most of its money off 
recruiting. Another red flag 
for pyramid schemes? The 
product sold is often of 
little value. 

So just how much is 
its travel product 
worth? We com¬ 
pare BIM’s $3,200 
travel club with 
discount sites 
available on 
the Inter¬ 
net. We 
find 
cheaper 


prices for the same date at 
the same resort as in BIM’s 
package. 

Alan Kippax insists his 
company is legal. But the 
RCMP admitted to us that 
they suspect it is an illegal 
pyramid scheme. They told 
us they’ve passed on their 
concerns to the Competi¬ 
tion Bureau. The Competi¬ 
tion Bureau would not say 
whether it is investigating. 

Meanwhile, BIM contin¬ 
ues to pitch its plan to Cana¬ 
dians desperate for cash 
during these tough times. If 
you are unsure about join¬ 
ing a money-making ven¬ 
ture, do lots of homework. 
Turn to the Internet and 
search for any complaints 
about the people involved. 
And before you hand over 
your money, understand the 
law so that you don’t risk 
losing cash to a scheme that 
may eventually collapse.

Proving once again hu¬ 
manity’s love of getting up¬ 
set for pointless reasons, 
the atheist ads have been 
causing controversy across 
the globe. 

They read, “There’s prob¬ 
ably no God. Now stop wor¬ 
rying and enjoy your life.” 

Seems harmless, but it’s 
sparked much protest and 
even has bus drivers refus¬ 
ing to work. Now the fuss 
has hit Halifax as Metro 


Transit refused to run the 
ads. Except in this case, it’s 
OK. 

First off, anyone so inse¬ 
cure in their own faith that 
they can’t stand seeing an 
ad promoting another 
view is someone who 
needs to lighten up. To sug¬ 
gest pro-God ads are OK 
but pro-atheism ads are of¬ 
fensive is absurdly hypo¬ 
critical. 

But that’s not what’s 
happening here. Metro 
Transit spokeswoman Lori 
Patterson said it has a poli¬ 
cy against running any reli¬ 
gious or political ads to 
avoid controversy. Fair 
enough. That may be a bit 
paranoid, but it’s hardly a 
violation of free speech. 
Assuming what Patterson 
says is true, then the athe¬ 
ists are being treated exact¬ 
ly like everyone else. 


And isn’t that kind of the 
point of this whole cam¬ 
paign? Wouldn’t lobbying 
Metro Transit to overturn 
its general policy to make a 
special case for atheists be 
completely against what 
they’re tiying to do? 

And don’t get me wrong, 
as a regular rider I don’t 
feel much sympathy for 
them. There’s no greater 
argument against atheism 
than the feeling of missing 
a bus and hoping with all 
your might that hell exists 
so the inventor of GoTime 
can be sent there. 

(As I write this, my 
coworker Matthew Wuest 
just stormed back into the 
office fuming that he got 
to a bus stop seven min¬ 
utes early, waited about 25 
minutes, and his bus never 
came. Seriously, Metro 
Transit, must you be im¬ 


possible to defend?) 

But there’s nothing un¬ 
fair about avoiding all reli¬ 
gious or political ads. Try¬ 
ing to martyr your cause 
with that is just silly. 

It’s like when PETA 
makes Super Bowl com¬ 
mercials it knows will be 
too racy to air and then 
cries foul when they’re re¬ 
jected. They plan on this 
happening — imagine 
their panic if an ad actually 
got accepted and they had 
to pay for it — to drum up 
cheap publicity. 

The atheism ads have at¬ 
tracted enough genuine 
controversy without need¬ 
ing to manufacture more.

Madoff’s clients include famous 


Hall of Fame baseball 
pitcher Sandy Koufax and 
World Trade Center devel¬ 
oper Larry Silverstein are 
among well-known 
people listed as customers 
of accused swindler 
Bernard Madoff, according 
to new court papers. 

Among the thousands of 
others on the roster are Sen¬ 
ator Frank Lautenberg, im¬ 
prisoned class-action lawyer 
Melvyn Weiss, andMadoff’s 
sons, Mark and Andrew, and 
his brother, Peter. 


The 162-page document 
was filed late on Wednes¬ 
day with the U.S. Bank¬ 
ruptcy Court in New York 
as part of the liquidation 
of Bernard L. Madoff In¬ 
vestment Securities LLC by 
a court-appointed trustee 
to recover assets for de¬ 
frauded customers. 

In all, five lists were filed 
with the court, labelled 
customers, vendors, em¬ 
ployees, brokers/dealers 
and other parties. 

The customer list con¬ 


tains names and addresses 
of individuals and institu¬ 
tions, but does not include 
amounts of money. The 
lists were put together by 
AlixPartners LLP, a firm as¬ 
sisting the trustee in re¬ 
viewing books and records. 

One of Madoff’s lawyers, 
Ira Lee Sorlcin, is listed, but 
declined to comment 
Thursday on whether he 
had invested with Madoff. 
He noted the list could be a 
client list or a mailing list.

Mikhail Grabovski 
doesn’t really need any 
extra motivation to face 
the Montreal Canadiens.

Canada nets Morace 


Canadian soccer has scored 
big, netting a former Italian 
star to coach its women’s 
team and help in its bid to 
host the 2015 World Cup. 

Calling it “a very signifi¬ 
cant milestone in the de¬ 
velopment of women’s soc¬ 
cer in our country,” Peter 
Montopoli of the Canadian 
Soccer Association an¬ 
nounced the hiring of Car¬ 
olina Morace on Thursday. 

“Our goal is veiy clear, 
winning medals on the in¬ 
ternational stage,” Mon¬ 
topoli told a news confer¬ 
ence at BMO Field in 
Toronto. 

Montopoli added that 
the hiring of Morace, a FI¬ 
FA ambassador appointed 
by its president Sepp Blat¬ 
ter, is “certainly a step in 
the right direction” as 
Canada prepares to bid to 
host the 2015 Women’s 
World Cup. 

While Canada has al¬ 
ready told FIFA it’s interest 
in hosting 2015, the bid 
process isn’t expected to 
begin until sometime next 
year or 2011.

The Halifax Mooseheads 
are coming off a rare win. 
That means an opportuni¬ 
ty for an even rarer 
winning streak. 

The last-place Moose¬ 
heads, home Friday to the 
Rouyn-Noranda Huskies 
and Saturday to the Ri- 
mouslci Oceanic, have only 
won back-to-back games 
once the entire season and 
have yet to string together 
three consecutive victo¬ 
ries. 

The Mooseheads’ defini¬ 
tion of “heating up” came 
in the form of consecutive 
wins on Jan. 11 and 17.

Rainmen tap Berry as new coach 

Former Acadia bench boss finds fit at home in Halifax

Push is a film for those 
who might suspect their 


palm reader is holding 
back on them. Exploring 
an incredulous secret 
world of the paranormally 
powered, Push turns psy¬ 
chics into superheroes in 
the latest thriller from 
Lucky Number Slevin’s 
Paul McGuigan. 

Chris Evans (Fantastic 
Four) stars as a so-called 
“mover” — someone with 
the ability to physically 
move objects telekinetically 


— and we’re not just talking 
bending spoons here, folks. 

When 13-year-old clairvoy¬ 
ant Cassie (Dakota Fanning) 
suddenly appears, she de¬ 
mands the pair track down a 
mysterious briefcase, which 
is hiding a concoction de¬ 
signed to dramatically inten¬ 
sify psychic ability. 

The problem: They must 
beat a secret government 
organization to the serum 
and, specifically, a power¬ 


ful agent named Henry 
Carver (Djimon Hounsou) 
who can force thoughts 
and emotions into others’ 
minds.

The Rankin Family knew 
all about the audacity of 
hope long before U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
came along. 

The latest release from 
the Cape Breton-based fami¬ 
ly act, titled These Are The 
Moments, espouses weath¬ 
ering storms with opti¬ 
mism, pitting six new origi¬ 
nal tracks with the Juno and 
East Coast Music Award 
winners’ lilting Celtic ap¬ 
proach (among them 
Hopeville and single 
Breathe Dream Pray Love) 
alongside remixed classics 
such as Fare Thee Well Love. 

The timeliness of the re¬ 
lease was unintentional, 
say Raylene and Jimmy 
Rankin, adding plans for 
the disc were in the works 
long before 2009’s Zeitgeist 
was associated with hope 


and change amidst tough 
times. 

“We took inspiration 
from Fare Thee Well Love 
and Rise Again and made 
an album that extended 
that,” says Raylene.

playing a single note). But 
early 2007 brought another 
loss, when sister and group 
co-founder Geraldine, who 
had not been part of the 
regular lineup, died of a 
brain aneurysm. 

“It was awful at the 
time,” recalls Jimmy of his 
brother’s death. “You’d 
constantly be reminded of 
it in every newspaper you 
looked at. And it didn’t 
seem fair, because with the 


touring done, this was sup¬ 
posed to finally be the time 
John Morris had for his 
family. When you lose 
someone, it’s like you close 
a door that you can never 
walk through again. But 
the support and condo¬ 
lences we got from the fans 
was overwhelming. They 
grieved with us. That really 
meant something.” 

But brighter days bring 
new faces. John Morris’ 
daughter Molly will join 
the Rankin roster for se¬ 
lected dates on their cur¬ 
rent cross-country tour — 
the beginning, one might 
speculate, of a new genera¬ 
tion of Rankins. 

“We take it one day at a 
time. We don’t think that 
far ahead,” chuckles Jim¬ 
my. “But traditional Celtic 
music is thriving back 
where we’re from. There’s 
a surge of youth who have 
really embraced it. It’s 
stronger than ever.” 


Bruce Peninsula lets loose

With its seven-voice choir, 
dancing African guitars, 
chain-gang rhythms and 
prog-rock leanings, Bruce 
Peninsula is an unlikely 
convergence of sound. 

If you listen closely be¬ 
tween the call-and- 
response vocals, you can 
pick out the glockenspiel, 
tube bells, hammered dul¬ 
cimer, washboard, vibra¬ 
phone, timbale, marimba 
or even the lcarimba. 

Just when you think 
you’ve got this 11-piece 
Toronto band pegged as 
some bizarre tribute to old 
time gospel, the two gui¬ 
tars, bass player and drum¬ 
mer fly off on a proggy tan¬ 
gent that wouldn’t be out 
of place on an old Jethro 
Tull record. 

And at the heart of it all 
is hulking frontman Neil 
Haverty. He possesses a 
gravelly growl powerful 
enough to cement the 
band’s diverse elements to¬ 
gether. 

The band had its genesis 
when Haverty befriended 
Matt Cully and Misha Bow¬ 
er, two music fans im¬ 
mersed in the Appalachian 
Folkway recordings of Alan 
Lomax. They started exper¬ 
imenting with gospel and 
chain-gang songs. Friends 
were called in to provide 


extra voices. 

Haverty, who is often 
joined by Bower on lead 
vocals, stresses that Bruce 
Peninsula is a collective. 

“The truth is that there 
are five of us who actively 
contribute to the songwrit¬ 
ing in the band,” he says. 

The proggy elements 
came to fruition when 
Haverty introduced an old 
friend from Hamilton, 
Ont., Steve McKay, to the 
band. McKay had complet¬ 


ed his classical music stud¬ 
ies at Queen’s University 
where he had also devel¬ 
oped a strong reputation 
as a rock drummer. When 
Bruce Peninsula needed a 
new drummer, he an¬ 
swered the call, bringing 
with him a love for ‘70s 
British prog rock. 

“The prog stuff was go¬ 
ing to happen anyways,” 
McKay says. “I was always a 
fan of Jethro Tull, King 
Crimson and Yes.”

Jessica Lalonde 
mines the past 

Jazz artist goes old school on new disc

Jessica Lalonde is all about 
the old school. 

And she means really old 
school. The Midland, Ont.- 
born and Toronto-based 
songstress recently re¬ 
leased her debut album 
Spinning Daydreams, a 
jazz-styled collection of 
crooning and swinging cov¬ 
ers from the big-band era of 
1930s and ’40s. 

It’s a genus close to the 
heart of the musical theatre 
vet and student of Italian 
opera program Centro Studi 
Lirica, who cites as inspira¬ 
tion female crooners of yes- 
teiyear such as Billie Holi¬ 
day, Judy Garland, Edith Pi- 
af and Nina Simone. It’s also 
a far cry from her family’s 
tastes in music. Her parents 


are avid classic rock fans, 
and brother Luke Lalonde 
fronts indie rock movers 
and shakers Born Ruffians. 

“If you believe in reincar¬ 
nation, part of me almost 
thinks I lived during that 
time,” Lalonde laughs. “I 
spent a lot of time with my 
grandparents when I was 
little and that was their 
style of music. They would 
put on Tommy Dorsey and 
Vera Lynn. And there was 
just something about it 
that hit home. It always 
stuck with me.” 

Produced by Canadian 
jazz aristocrat Bill King, the 
disc is a kind of introduc¬ 
tion for old and new fans of 
the genre. Spinning Day¬ 
dreams has a healthy mix 
of ballads and hoppers, 
among them Cole Porter’s 
Begin The Beguine from 
the 1935 musical Jubilee 


and Rogers and Hammer- 
stein’s Academy Award¬ 
winning 1945 hit It Might 
As Well Be Spring. 

The collection, Lalonde 
says, was meant to invite 
new fans and inspire nos¬ 
talgia. (The cover features a 
sepia-toned photo of her 
brandishing an old-fash¬ 
ioned microphone.) 

“I picked a lot of my 
favourites, things I loved,” 
she said. “If it was up to me 
I’d be doing a lot of ballads, 
but you can’t do that on an 
album, you’ve got to have a 
balance.” 

The seasoned singer now 
faces uncharted waters: She 
frets over Spinning Day¬ 
dreams’ success, hoping 
her song choices will res¬ 
onate with listeners as 
much as they have with 
her. But she continues to 
get her biggest thrill from

winning over a crowd. 

“Success to me is getting 
the opportunity to sing 
more,” she said. “There’s a 
terror to performing at first 


because you’ve got this 
crowd hundreds of people 
deep in front of you, but I 
think you need that in a 
way to put on a good show.”

est, for me, it was the first 
time I’d ever heard it. But it 
felt like I had heard it.

lM Xbox owners use Netflix 


Online DVD company 
Netflix has said that one 
million Microsoft Xbox 
360 video game console 
users have activated Net- 
flix’s movie streaming 
service in the past three 
months since the two 
companies formed a part¬ 
nership. 

Netflix said the Xbox 
LIVE community has 
watched 1.5 billion min¬ 
utes of movies and TV 
episodes through its 
Watch Instantly video 
service, but did not say 
how many subscribers it 
has actually gained from 
the partnership. 

Netflix, best known for 
renting DVDs by mail, is 
the only company offer¬ 
ing a subscription-based 


streaming video service as 
other rivals like Ama¬ 
zon.com, Apple, and 
Blockbuster compete with 
a la carte, pay-per-view 
rentals. 

Analysts have been 
watching for data on the 
alliance as an important 
gauge of the emerging 
market for movies deliv¬ 
ered over the web, partic¬ 
ularly as traditional me¬ 
dia companies like Walt 
Disney this week have re¬ 
ported declining DVD 
sales and said the tradi¬ 
tional business for deliv¬ 
ering home video needs 
to be revised.

Costa Rica — the tiny 
country tucked between 
Nicaragua and Panama in 
the strip that links Latin 
America to the U.S. — is 
packed with attractions. 

Amazing nature, an ex¬ 
citing capital city, luxuri¬ 
ous beach life, pioneering 
eco-tourism and home to 
more than five per cent of 
the world’s flora and fauna 
species. So, howto choose? 
Here are four ideas: 

Monteverde Cloud Forest 
Reserve: A late discovery 

Costa Rica’s most fa¬ 
mous natural attraction is 
the clouded forests of Mon¬ 
teverde, high up in the 
mountain chain, Cordillera 
de Tilaran. The mountains 
were charted as late as the 
1980s by American biolo¬ 
gists and immediately be¬ 
came an attraction thanks 
to the beautiful and abun¬ 
dant flora and fauna there. 

Unfortunately there’s 
plenty of theme park 
tourism here including ca¬ 
ble-gliding between tree- 
tops and guided tours on 
quadbilces.

What to eat: There are 
restaurants to suit all budg¬ 
ets, but the most fun is go¬ 
ing to a “soda,” a mix of 
cheap local restaurant and 
fast food stand. 

Languages: Spanish, though 
English is widely spoken. 
Currency: $1 = 458 Colones. 
Most stores, restaurants 
and hotels accept U.S. dol¬ 
lars. Cash machines are sur¬ 
prisingly common. 


Santa Teresa: Surfing and 
jetsetting 

It isn’t easy to get to San¬ 
ta Teresa by the Pacific, but 
it is well-worth the effort. 
The beach goes on for 
miles, the sea feels infinite 
and the coast is lined with 
lush green forests. 

There is no untouched 
nature here, with the ex¬ 
ception of National Park 
Cabo Blanco and its howler 
monkeys. Away from the 
coast there is an idyllic 
countryside with tiny vil¬ 
lages, children playing, 
chickens, flowering gar¬ 
dens and senior citizens 
resting in rocking chairs. 

Santa Teresa itself, and 
the neighbouring village 
Malpais, consist of a series 
of restaurants, bars, hos¬ 
tels, yoga hotels and pri¬ 
vate villas host celebrities, 
including Leonardo Di- 
Caprio, Mel Gibson and 
Kate Moss. 

But far from being glitzy, 
the beaches and nightlife 
belong to the surfers, 
which gives the place a 
laidbaclc and groovy at¬ 
mosphere.

Jolie urges Thailand to 
welcome Muslim refugees 


geneva Angelina Jolie, a 
goodwill ambassador for 
the United Nations refugee 
agency, urged Thailand on 
Thursday to welcome Mus¬ 
lim refugees fleeing Myan¬ 
mar. 

Thailand’s treatment of 
the Rohingyas, an op¬ 
pressed Muslim minority 
from mainly Buddhist 
Myanmar, has been widely 
condemned as evidence 
emerges that hundreds 
were rounded up by the 
Thai militaiy and towed 
out to sea. 

Jolie issued the plea dur¬ 
ing a visit to camps in 
northern Thailand which 
house 111,000 mostly 
Christian ethnic Karen 
refugees from Myanmar. 

“Visiting Ban Mai Nai Soi 
and seeing how hospitable 
Thailand has been to 
111,000 mostly Karen and 
Karenni refugees over the 
years, makes me hope that 
Thailand will be just as 
generous to the Rohingya 
refugees who are now ar¬ 
riving on their shores,” the 


Oscar-win¬ 
ning ac¬ 
tress said 
in a state¬ 
ment is¬ 
sued by the 
UN High 
Commis¬ 
sioner for 
Refugees. Angelina Jolie 

Since be¬ 
coming goodwill ambassa¬ 
dor for the Geneva-based 
agency in 2001, Jolie has 
visited refugees in more 
than 20 hotspots including 
Iraq, Afghanistan, Pakistan, 
and Sudan. 

Two Rohingya boat peo¬ 
ple found off Indonesia this 
week said they were round¬ 
ed up and beaten by the 
Thai army before being 
cast adrift in rickety, en¬ 
gineless boats. 

Thailand’s military has 
admitted towing hundreds 
out to sea and cutting them 
adrift, but insisted they 
had adequate food and wa¬ 
ter and denied reports the 
boats’ engines were sabo¬ 
taged. REUTERS

Fish and

INGREDIENTS: 

11/2 tbsp (20 ml) olive oil 

2 onions, finely chopped 

3 garlic cloves, thinly 
sliced 

1 large red pepper, seeded 
and thinly sliced 

1 lb (500 g) sweet potato, 
peeled and cut into cubes 

2 cups (500 ml) fish or veg¬ 
etable stock 

1 tsp (5 ml) chopped fresh 
thyme 

Salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 
1 2/3 cups (400 ml) frozen 
peas, thawed and drained 
1 1/4 cups (300 ml) corn 
kernels 

1 lb (500 g) skinless white 
fish fillets, cut into bite- 
sized pieces 

Fresh thyme leaves to gar¬ 
nish 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large frying 
pan with lid over moder¬ 
ate heat. Add onions and 
garlic and cook 5 minutes, 


stirring frequently, until 
onions are light gold. 

2. Add red pepper and 
sweet potato, cover and 
cook 5 minutes, or until 
sweet potato begins to 
soften. Stir in stock, 
thyme and pinch of salt. 
Boil, then reduce heat, 
cover and simmer 10 min¬ 
utes, or until sweet potato 
is just tender. Stir in peas 
and corn kernels. 

3. Place fish on top of veg¬ 
etables.

Season to taste 
with black pepper, then 
serve immediately sprin¬ 
kled with fresh thyme 
leaves.
